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Premier, Misinformed by Aids, Banked on 


Cancellation of Western German Govern-! 


ment Project, Reneged After Failure, In- 
telligence Reports Indicate.

RIME MINISTER JOSEPH STALIN was, and is, a victim of 
misinformation and bad advice, but he was not overruled on the 
Berlin agreement, nor has he lost control of his own government, 


P 
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all intelligence reports available in Washington indicate. On the con- | 
trary, they support the theory he is still the whip-handed master. 


It appears, in the light of this 
information that Stalin himself 
aborted the Berlin agreement, al- 
though he had expressed a desire 
to dissolve the deadlock there, had 
helped to formulate the terms, and 
presumably has approved them. 
This fact—the failure to carry out 
a bargain that bore Stalin’s own 
gseal—caused a good deal of spec- 
ulation when the American “white 
paper” was released yesterday. 

Three Probabilities. 

Three probabilities were posed 
in the effort to explain this ap- 
parent contradiction: 

1. Was Stalin over-ruled, 
after having made the agree- 
ment? 

2. Did the arguments of the 

other members of the Politburo 
cause him to change his mind, 
after the solution was formu- 
lated and before it was put into 
effect? 
3. Or, acting on mistaken in- 
formation, did he mis-gauge the 
effect of the agreement, and 
therefore reverse his own posi- 
tion? 

Washington experts, sifting and 
re-studying reports—not only from 
Moscow and Berlin, but from all 
over Europe—believe the third 
hypothesis is the correct one. They 
believe the explanation of Stalin’s 
baffling tactic lies elsewhere than 
in Berlin. 

In the Berlin talks, Stalin’s main 
objective was to bring about a can- 
cellation of the plan to set up a 

government in western Germany. 
The decision to explore the possi- 
bility of such a government was 
taken in London by the United 


States, Britain and France some 


months before. A conclave of Ger- 
1. and 


man officials was called for Sept. 

Russia consistently opposed this 
plan. Stalin himself referred to it, 
according to the so-called white 
paper, on a number of occasions 
during the Moscow talks 
finally produced the Berlin agree- 
ment. 

Message to Satellites. 

The white paper notes: Stalin 
wished it recorded as the insistent 
desire of the Soviet an el 
that the execution of the Lond 
decisions with respect to the es- 
tablishment of a western German 
government be suspended until 
such time as the four powers met 
and tried to reach an agreement 
concerning Germany.” 

Throughout the talks, Stalin vir- 
tually made this the price for an 
agreement to lift the blockade on 
Berlin, and settle the other ques- 
tions outstanding there between 
the Soviets and the three Western 
powers. 

At the same time, intelligence 
reports show, a message was 
broadcast to the satellite govern- 
ments of eastern Europe, to the 
Cominform headquarters, and to 
the leaders of Communist parties 
elsewhere in the world, It was a 
stand-by message. It instructed 
them to be prepared for “a propa- 
ganda victory of the first magni- 
tude,” and to be ready to exploit 
the “victory” in their respective 
areas. 

This comes from a Washington 
source that cannot be quoted. The 
same source holds the belief that 
the expected “victory” would be 
the announcement that the plans 
to begin discussions with the Ger-

mans for a western German gov- 
ernment had been canceled; or 
at least postponed. 

The United States Ambassador 
to Russia, W. Bedell Smith, point- 
ed out, during the discussions, that 


there was no connection between 


the Berlin problem and the ques- 
tion of western Germany.

ington. 

Nevertheless, it appears that 
Stalin thought his objective would 
be gained and that, in the end, 
the Western powers would agree 
to his terms. 1 

Why did he come to this con- 
clusion? For a long time, diplo- 
matie sources, both American and 
non-American, have been express- 
ing doubt that Stalin is kept 
fully informed about international 
affairs. Some evidence exists that 
accurate information, adequately 
analyzed, has been kept from him. 
In a dictator system, to transmit 
bad .news—along with the frank 
evaulation of it as bad news—is 
not always healthy for the person 
transmitting it. 

State Department experts on 
Russia assert that this condition 
exists all the way down the line. 
That is, that Soviet officials in 
the lower echelons are simply 
afraid to present hard facts to 
their superiors, that ambassadors 
temper their reports to Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov, and that 
Molotov tempers his to Stalin. 

An American diplomat who had 
some personal dealings with the 
Kremlin, put it this way:

2. Or, that rather than risk a 
showdown on their ability to 
stay in Berlin, they would ditch 
the Frankfurt project. 

Acting on the belief that Stalin 
is not fully informed, analysts 
here consider it probable that he 
does not know about the scope or 
success of the air lift, about the 
repeated American determination 
to remain in Berlin, or about the 
hardening of the American atti- 
tude toward the European prob- 
lem as a whole. ' 

Hence, when the great “propa- 
ganda victory” could not be pro- 
claimed, observers believe Stalin 
simply gave the order to Marshal 
Vassily D. Sokolovsky, the Rus- 
sian military governor in Berlin, 
to sabotage the agreement.

Why the Grounds Were Burned 
fo the Batter ot the Post-Dispatch: 
The letter, “Education in —— 
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Red Rock in Paris 

The park-like neighborhood of the Palais de 
Chaillot is about as pleasant as any in Paris for 
an autumnal stroll. The delegates to the United 
Nations Assembly, however, can hardly be en- 
joying the warm sunshine, confronted as they 
are by the inscrutable mystery of Russia's trucu- 
lence in world affairs. It must seem to many of 
them that their task of safeguarding the peace 
is about to founder on this red rock. 

The UN never was exactly a happy organiza- 
tion. Even in San Francisco, there were doubts. 
But then there also Were hopes. By the time 
the last Assembly session opened in New York, 
most of these had given way to a general pessi- 
mism. And now the mood in Paris seems to be 
one of almost cynical despair. All because of 
the Russians. With the best of good will, what 
is to be done? With the utmost effort, what is 
to be accomplished? 

Some of the delegates had hoped to avoid the 
Berlin issue and the East-West cleavage which 
it typifies. But the breakdown of direct negoti- 
ations between the Western ambassadors and 
the Kremlin has forced France, Great Britain 
and the United States to carry the case to the 
world tribunal. Now that it is there, few can 
doubt that the verdict will go against the Soviet 
Union.. It could be otherwise only in an utterly 
insane world. 

But then what? The UN Assembly, can only 
make recommendations, Action is up to tbe 
Security Council. And there the Russians, if 
they do not walk out of the UN altogether, can 
use their veto power. So there is frustration 
even before presentation of the case begins. 

Mr. Bevin has hinted that it might be just as 
well if the Soviet Union pulled out of the UN 
and left it a regional rather than a world organ- 
ization. Then it might be possible to settle such 
problems as the future of the Italian colonies. 
That is the way it may have to be, but decisions 
made without Russia hardly will make peace 
more secure. 

Why, then, do the Russians behave as they do? 
Why do they make all negotiations so fruitless? 
Why do they spurn all compromise? Why do 
they do everything in their power to keep the 
world in as chaotic a state as possible? They 
have been successful beyond mieasure in doom- 
ing Europe especially to a continual state of un- 
certainty and worry. Because of them, hard- 
pressed countries are forced to maintain heavy 
military budgets and to retard reconstruction. 
Natural trade routes are blocked. Industry and 
agriculture are unable to reach their full poten- 
tial. It would be understandable if the Soviet 
Union gained by all this, if its exports mounted 
at the expense of, say, those of Great Britain. 
But such obviously is not the case. 

Nor does the Kremlin seem to want a war. In 
speaking of Russia the other day, Mr. Bevin re- 
called Winston Churchill’s statement about the 
Nazis: “Whatever you do and wherever you go 
to meet the demands of the Nazis, you can't 
settle.” But the London Economist questions 
the analogy. Recalling Hitler’s jingoism at the 
time of Munich, it says that.“the diet of words 
fed to the Russians is still very different from 


the glorification of militarism and war which 


was stuffed into the ears of the German people.” 


In that, there is a touch of hope. It raises 
the possibility that if the UN unequivocally 
condemns Soviet conduct and if the Western 
Powers draw a firm line, the Russians may not 
cross it. That would mean a peace of prepared- 
ness. It would mean even closer co-operation 
between the Western nations. It would mean 
living with constant Russian alarms offstage. 

Democratic peoples do not like such half- 
peace. They are not accustomed to the proxim- 
ity to such incalculable unreasonableness. And 
it is all the more nerve-straining in this atomic 
age. That is why there is so much gloom in the 
Palais de Chaillot. But it seems to be the only 
kind of peace that the UN delegates or any of 
the rest of us are likely to enjoy for some time 
to come. Perhaps we can accustom ourselves 


to it. 
Perhaps the Russians may tire of it.

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Defending the Gray Report 

The politically powerful National Guard As- 
sociation, now holding its seventieth general 
conference in St. Louis, vehemently attacks the 
Gray Board report for recommending. that the 
National Guard aud the Organized Reserves be 
merged and put under full federal control. The 
organization's president, Maj. Gen. Ellard A. 
Walsh of Minneapolis, denounces the report as 
another in a long series of efforts by profession- 
al soldiers to destroy the National Guard. 

Under the Gray Board’s proposals—which 
need approval of the Secretary of Defense and 
Congress before they could be put into effect— 
the Army and Air Force would each have one 
civilian reserve component as does the Navy. 
The Naval Reserve, owes allegiance only to the 
Navy Department and not to the various state 
governors and other politicians as does the 
Guard. It has an enviable reputation for train- 
ing, personnel and achievements. 

This is not the time of the Indian wars. It is 
the day of the atomic bomb and sudden sneak 
attack. There is no reason today for having 48 
or more little armies. In a year's time the re- 
cruits of these little armies are paid for putting 
in 100 hours in weekly drills and 100 hours in a 
summer camp—200 hours a year. A three-year 
enlistment yields 600 hours of training. During 


World War II it was found that a recruit needed 


1000 hours instruction before he had the basic 
and branch training essential for a soldier. 
Plainly the National Guard cannot be ready to 
take the field on M-day or shortly thereafter. 

As Hanson W. Baldwin, military analyst of 
the New York Times, wrote recently: “The 
civilian components are weak, though not in 
numerical manpower. As long as they are or- 
ganized and trained as they are today, they will 
be ‘half-baked’ military forces of limited use- 
fulness to the home front. Immediate reorgani- 
zation and re-orientation of the civilian compon- 
ents should be initiated. It is wasteful and pro- 
ductive of friction to have two ‘reserves’ as the 
Army and Air Force now do; the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves might well be 
merged into one organization under dominant 
federal control.” 

If there is any evidence that the professional 
soldiers maliciously seek to destroy the National 
Guard, it has never been produced. Isn't it just 
possible that they merely seek to improve the 
National Guard just as they have sought to im- 
prove themselves by unification of their serv- 
ices? In troubled times such as these it would 
seem that wisdom and a willingness to compro- 
mise would mean more than an outraged de- 
meanor and unproved charges that the old 
Umpty-Umpth is about to get a death sentence 
from a drumhead court-martial.

Two years ago a man named Robert 
Harold Scott of San Francisco, an atheist, 
won a five-year battle and succeeded in ex- 
Plaining his disbelief in God over the 
C. B. S. San Francisco station KOW. He ob- 
tained this privilege only after petitioning 
the Federal Communications Commission 
to revoke the licenses of several Bay area 
stations which had refused him time to 
state his beliefs. In upholding Mr. Scott's 
right to air time, the FCC trod a narrow 
path between principle and practicality. 

No station, the FCC said in effect, had 
the right to refuse a man time because his 
views happened to be unpopular. On the 
other hand, said the commission in a sen- 
tence which, I think, mixes dry common 
sense with precise phrase- making: Con- 
troversial issues of public importance may 
not extend to all possible differences of 
opinion within the ambit of human con- 
templation.” 

In other words, you are entitled to any 
views you like on religion but they must 
be of some importance before you achieve 
the right to air them. The right to dissent 
was upheld; the right to bore the public 
with an unimportant doctrine was not. It's 
a sensible approach and it left in the hands 
of the stations the right to determine who 
did and who did not command enough pub- 
lic interest to justify air time. 

With an election in the offing, a House 
committee under the chairmanship of Rep- 
resentative Forest A. Harness, Republican, 
something of a congressional nonentity of 
Kokomo, Ind., has been creating a prepos- 
terous little stir over the Scott decision. 
In a report to the House bulging with 
demagoguery, the committee declared the

It 
might be well for Christians to remember 
that if the popularity of religious belief 
were the only consideration, we'd still be 
worshiping Jupiter. 

In its report, which threatened to seek 
new legislation unless the FCC changed its 
stand, the House committee reached the 
astounding conclusion that the Scott deci- 
sion was a “dangerous and unwarranted 
policy of thought-policing.” I imagine only 
in an election year could a congressional 
committee put itself on record as in favor 
of denying the right of opinion and, at the 
same time, rigorously opposed: to thought- 
control—all in the same breath.

Biography of a Biographer 
LINCOLN’S HERNDON & David Donald. With an 
Introduction by Ceri Sandburg. (Knopt, 392 pes., $5.) 
Carl Sandburg thinks it is “an Ameri- 
can phenomenon and some sort of a be- 
tokening” that David Donald, born and 
raised on a Mississippi plantation with 
more than a score of Negro field hands, 
should migrate to Illinois, study with J. G. 
Randall at Urbana, and, while still in his 
twenties, produce the long-awaited life of 
Billy Herndon, Lincoln’s tobacco-chewing 
law partner for a score of years. 
Certainly this book is an event in the 
ever-growing Lincoln literature. For when 
Herndon published his life of Lincoln, he 
made it inevitable that some day a full- 
length book would be devoted to his, Hern- 
don’s own life, his close association with 
the Civil War President and his long 
struggle in writing the Lincoln biography 
and getting it published, after a succes- 
sion of setbacks, in 1889.

Black Alaska sealskins, on the 
other hand, brought prices that 
averaged 7 per cent higher than at 
last April’s auction, but the over- 
all average for the three types of 
skins was 165 per cent below 
that of the spring sale. Principal 
reason for decline, buyers said, 
was the lessened for 
large and extra-large skins. They 
were avidly sought in April, when 
fashion forecasters predicted long- 
er coats for women, but since 
then the style has changed in 
favor of a shorter coat. It takes 
about seven skins to make a coat. 

A total of 22,964 skins, generally 
from three-year-old seals 
slaughtered in the mating areas 
of the Pribilof Islands off the 
coast of Alaska, were sold for the 
account of the United States Gov- 
ernment, which administers the 
herd through its Fish and Wild- 
life Service. They brought a total 
of $1,363,503.25 in spirited bidding 
by about 100 buyers. Average 
over-all price paid was $59.38 a 
skin. 

More than 13,000 “mataras,” the 
smokey brown skins, were includ- 
ed in the total. They brought an 
average of $63.24 each. The red 
brown “safaris,” with 7574 knocked 
down to buyers, averaged $55.35 


each. The blacks, with 2076 put | uf

CHAMPAIGN, In., Sept. 28 

(AP)—An old French fort, which 
scientists believe is Fort St. Louis, 
has been unearthed on Starved 
Rock, La Salle county, III., Dr. 
John C. McGregor, associate pro- 
fessor of anthropology at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, said last night. 
McGregor and Dr. Kenneth Orr, 
of the University of Chicago, and 
Thomas Lee, of Port Bruce, On- 
tario, Canada, were members of 
an expedition which spent most of 
the summer digging on top of 
Starved Rock. Lee, currently at- 
tending the University of Michi- 
gan, was artist for the group. He 
drew pictures to scale of items 
uncovered at the site. 
We found evidences of struc- 
tures which we believe vere the 
remains of a French fort—Fort St. 
Louis,” McGregor said. “We found 
quantities of trades materials— 
beads, pot ch seemed to 
be French. -We found one room 
too deep and too big for anything 
the Indians might have built.” 

“Historically, we know that La 
Salle and Tonti established a fort 


found five and a half feet of soit 
on top of the structures we un- 
covered.”

Motions involving fundamental 
principles of law will be heard 
next Monday in United States Dis- 
trict Court here at a hearing pre- 
liminary to trial. The Reds’ fron- 
tal attack will be that the offense 
charged in the indictments fails 
to constitute a crime. 

The top party leaders are not 
accused of acting to overthrow 
the Government by force. They 
are said to have violated. the 
Smith Act by subscribing to and 
indorsing doctrines contemplating 
violence. The Government does 
not intend to show a physical at- 
tempt to carry out the proposals. 

Defense counsel will argue that 
the Government action is tanta- 
mount to proescuting the Commu- 
nist officers for holding and ex- 
pressing opinions. United States 
District Attorney John F. X. Me- 
Gohey will contend that such 
preaching is equal to practicing 
in the eyes of the law. 

Nullification to Be Sought. 

Nullification of the indictments | 
on other grounds will be sought 
also by Abraham Unger, now chief | 
of defense cotinsel. The chief — 
tention, however, reduced from 
legal terminology. will de that no 
one can de convicted for thinking 
or talking. 

Defense spokesmen will ask for 
dismissal of indictments formally 
on the ground the Smith act is un- 
constitutional because it violates 
provisions for freedom of speech 
and assembly. The statute has 
been upheld by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in one 
instance.

MISS BALDWIN attributes the monumental 
sales figures to: “reprints, romance and 6000 
words a day—muse or amuse.” She explained: 
“I think the reasons for these figures are the 
great advance in reprints—making books avail- 
able to people who couldn’t buy the regular edi- 
tions. And I’ve written novels with romantic 
themes. I try to make them as valid as possible. 
I've never been too interested in plot. I’m in- 
terested in people. If it’s escape literature, it’s 
at least sincere, and I never write down to the 
reader. I give women stories they can identify 
themselves with.”

THE THIRD INGREDIENT of what her pub- 
lishers and readers call success is the seat-of- 
the-pants discipline Miss Baldwin always has ad- 
hered to. She says: “I’ve been writing ever 
since I could hold a pencil. My aunt got a little 
too enthusiastic once and sent one of my early 
efforts to a religious publication. When it came 
out, my father laid down the law—nothing for 
publication until I was 18. He should have raised 
the age limit.” 

Her first literary output consisted of verse 
(some on greeting cards) “ghosted” stories, some 
collaboration, and in 1927 her first serial for a 
national magazine. Before she hit the “slicks,” 
she wrote for the pulp magazine market, but she 
said most of the pulp magazines folded just be- 
fore the publication date. 

It was Ray Long, former editor of Cosmopoli- 
tan, who gave her the idea for her first success- 
ful novel, “Office Wife,” later sold to the movies. 
“Office Wife” was also her first successful movie, 
but Miss Baldwin admits unblushingly that she 
already had sold a story idea to Hollywood for 
which she got $30 and the baby carriage. She 
explained with a quick laugh: “The producer 
manufactured carriages on the ‘side and I was 
glad to get it.”

MISS BALDWIN, mother of four, married 
Hugh Cuthrell, now vice president of the Brook- 
lyn Union Gas Co., back in 1920, and wrote novels 
while she was having and raising babies. She 
surveys her happy brood now—Hugh Jr., 25; 
Hervey, 24; the twins, Anne and Stephen, 21— 
and remembers that when she walked into the 
magazine offices with her manuscripts, she was 
expectant in more ways than one, 

By 1936, Faith Baldwin was a standard house- 
hold name in the English-speaking world. It 
was then that she bought the sprawling 1854 
farmhouse on the edge of New Canaan. ‘The 
twins were 9 then and Hugh and Hervey were 
having teen-age growing pains. 

Miss Baldwin says the family just shut her up 
in a room with a thermos of water, a carton of 
cigarettes and a pet cat, and gave the orders to 
workmen who turned the ancient farm into a 
country estate. | 

“That summer,“ she says, “I wrote two long 
serials and a short one—I've never been able to 
equal it before or since.”

FABLE FARM is the only address cab drivers 
in New Canaan know for the Baldwin menage. 
Faith, herself, is not sure how many rooms it 
has. Like Topsy, it just “growed”—a wing here, 
a new room there. 

The family is “up with the sun,” and after 
breakfast around 8 a.m., Miss Baldwin’ goes to 
her “study”—a window-lined room that looks out 
on rolling lawns and great old trees. There’s a 
fireplace on one wall with beloved family pic- 
tures on the mantle, some bookcases and memen- 
tos and a beat-up typewriter (“that doesn’t spell 
any better than I do.”) 

She starts writing right after breakfast, stops 
long enough to eat a tray lunch and emerges for 
tea at 4 p.m. In the evening she and her life- 
long friend, Frances Gonyaw and the twins—if 
they're home—frequently go to a neighborhood 
movie. 

She reads “everything and anything,” goes 
into New York infrequently, writes “fan” letters 
to other authdrs, and answers her own consid- 
erable fan mail. She has a new movie upcom- 
ing—for which she will not be paid in baby 


carriages.

PEIPING, China. 


O upstart city, this one. No 

flash in the pan. No jerry-built 

boomtown enjoying a few mo- 
ments in the sun before heing 
forgotten. 

It has been here since 1121 B.C., 
which is a lot of B.C., and today 
it is still the most beloved city 
in the East. 

Fierce fighting rages close by— 
so close that one is advised not to 
make the trip to the Great Wall 
though it is only four hours away 
by slow train. Yet Peiping, or 
Peking as it is better known, today 
is crowded with visitors from. all 
parts of the world, here to enjoy 
its antiquity, its culture, its fairy- 
land sort of charm, its thousands 
of shops, its almost perfect cli- 
mate, its scenery, and, well, its 
everything. 

In the Wagon Lits hotel where 
we are staying one can hear the 
languages of England, Holland, 
Belgium, France, Russia, whatever 
language we Americans speak, and 
the dialects of all the Chinese 
provinces. A few days in Peiping 
and even the most casual tourist 
speaks of it with a tender warmth 
—as if he had had somet to 
do with its birth, as if a of 
it belonged to him. 

Even the then power-crazed 
Japanese fell under the spell of 
Peiping. They occupied it from 
1937 to 1945, but they did not loot 
or burn it. The damage they 
wrought was limited to the tear- 
ing down of a few metal gates, 
doors and grillwork, which could 
be used for the. manufacture of 
arms and ammunition. . 

Just what is the charm of Pei- 
ping? I have asked myself that 
question ever since I gat here, and 
still I don’t have the answer. Not 
a simple one, anyway. The an- 
swer, I guess, lies somewhere in 
the fact that Peiping refuses to 
admit that the world has gone 
mad, and insists on acting as if 
a civilization as old as it has 
known will continue to exist. 

There is little or no hustle and 
bustle in Peiping. The motor car 
here has no need for a motor of 
169 horsepower or a speedometer 
that registers up to. 110 miles per 
hour, because the streets are 
dominated by rickshaws and pedi- 
cabs, the latter being nothing but 
rickshaws equipped with a bicycle. 
Often traffic is snarled by a camel 
train, bringing coal from the 
nearby western hills, The camels 
respect nothing, not even a $5000 
job from Detroit. 

Peiping has always been the cen- 
ter of culture in China. From it 
have come the best scholars, doc- 
tors, painters, actors and musi- 
cians. Its homes are old, and 
nearly every one has a quiet court- 


‘yard where willow trees shade the 


flowers and goldfish charm the 
Chinese with their graceful mo-

tions in lovely pools. 

The lakes and moats of the city 
are burdened with lotus, and for 
a few cents one may go by pedi- 
cart to enjoy the almost unbeliev- 
able beauties of the Forbidden 
City, the Summer Palace, the Tem- 
ple of the Azure Cloud, the Tem- 
ple of Heaven and its magnificent 
companion, the Altar of Heaven. 

Peiping is little changed from 
the city that was beloved by the 
great Ming Emperor, Yung Lo. 
The countless little streets wind 
and wander, and each is noted for 
the wares its shops have to sell. 
There is Embroidery street, Jade 
street, Lantern street, Scroll 
street, Cricket street, and Chow 
street.

HERE are restaurants which 
— been serving patrons for 
more than 200 ars—restau- 
rants in which Peking duck is 
broiled over flames which are said 
not to have been extinguished for 
more than a century, and restau- 
rants whose soup is made from 
stock that has been simmering 
since the British burned the White 
House.

It is the same today as it was 
in Mr. Polo’s time, which means 
that to a foreigner it is utterly in- 
comprehensible. We have been ‘to 
the theater three times since we

arrived and not for even one split- 
second have we understood what 
was going on. 

The behavior of the audience is 
every bit as confusing as what 
goes on on the stage. The Chinese 
love the theater and all the thea- 
ters in“ Peiping are packed every 
night, but the spectators seem to 
pay little or no attention to the 
actors. They eat, talk and sip tea 
all the time the plays are going 
on. They walk about the theater 
visiting friends, and when the nu- 
merous attendants aren't bringing 
food or drink, they are passing 
around steaming hot towels which 
the playgoers use to mep their 
faces. A great deal of the time the 
actors’ voices are half drowned by 
the chatter of the spectators. How- 
ever, let an actor make a mistake 
and he will be booed from all cor- 
ners. 

The plays are done to music— 
and what music! The orchestra 
sits on one side of the tiny stage, 
with the conductor equipped with 
a kettle-drum, à pair of wooden 
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PING. IT IS THE PRINCIPAL ENTRANCE FOR THE SOUTH. 


placing chairs and couches, and 
adjusting the meager scenery. The 
“prop” boys are considered to be 
invisible and are completely ig- 
nored by the actors and the audi- 


ence. 5

HE scenery, while meager, all 

has a meaning. A piece of cloth 

with a hole in it and stretched 
between two bamboo poles repre- 
sents a city gate. Let two yellow 
flags appear and the Chinese know 
that a chariot has arrived. The 
motions of the actors all mean 
something to the knowing play- 
goers. If an actor brings his 
hands close together it means that 
he has shut a door. When he 


. holds his fan to his face it means

clappers, two gongs and a pair of 
cymbals. He is assisted by a 
gentleman who plays a two- 
stringed fiddle, and one who picks 
at a mandolin-like instrument. 


When all the instruments are 


sounded together, as they often 
are, the din is enough to wake 
the dead for miles around. Yet 
the music must be sweet to Chi- 
nese ears, because the orchestra 
is heavily applauded, especially 
after finishing a piece which, to 
Western ears, bears a strong re- 
semblance to New Year’s Eve in 
a boiler factory. 

The actors apparently can’t bear 
the sight of the audience sipping 
tea without having any them- 
selves. So they frequently pause 
to sip from a cup or, when they 
are wearing- beards or masks, to 
drink from the long spout of a 
teapot held by an attendant. There 
are usually as many “prop” boys 
on the stage as there are actors. 
They slip quietly about the stage, 
during even the most dramatic 
moments, arranging cushions,

The audience knows by the color 
of the paint used what type of 
character is represented. Out and 
out thugs have stripes across their 
faces, while white lines down the 
face indicate treachery. A bright 
red face means an honest face. 
Vari-colored paint tells the audi- 
ence it is looking at a tough 
fighter. 

The voices of the actors range 
from a high, sing-song falsetto to 
a bass as deep as a well. When 
half a dozen of them are going 
full tilt, and the orchestra is hit- 
ting it up with every instrument 
at its command, you have a sight 
and sound, brother, that makes 
you wish they served something 
stronger than tea. 

Tl know it really is One World 
when Americans fully understand 
and appreciate the Chinese 
theater.

South could not resist the tempta- 
tion to bid once more in search 
of the vulnerable slam, and this 
time West was convinced that his 
double would stand up. 

This judgment should have 
been cerfified, but West himself 
made a fatal error. He opened 
the club king and, on sight of 
dummy, shifted to a trump. So 
far so good, but when South then 
proceeded to run off all eight 
trumps, West discarded’ very bad- 
ly. He let go all his clubs, which 
was sensible enough, but when he 
ran out of that suit, he released 
the three and four of diamonds— 
his obvious thought being that he 
must guard hearts at all costs. 

South had carefully unblocked 
the 10 and 9 of diamonds from 
dummy; now, when he laid down 
the diamond ace and dropped 
West's queen, the situation was 
clear. So South led to the heart 
ace and returned the diamond 6. 
The finesse against the jack, to 
South’s own king eight, was 
marked, and when it succeeded 
the small slam was home.
